To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Barnstead,  in  the  county 
of  Belknap  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  in  said 
Barnstead,  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March  next,  at  nine 
of  the  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the    following  subjects; 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  appropriation 
of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  appropri- 
ate for  repairs  of  highways  more  than  the  law  requires. 

4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  appropri- 
ate for  repair  of  bridges. 

5.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  appropri- 
ate for  the  support  of  the  poor. 

6.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  appro- 
priate for  support  of  schools  more  than  the  law  requires. 

7.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  appropri- 
ate for  school  supplies 

8.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  appropri- 
ate for  repair  of  school  houses. 

9.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  appropri- 
ate for  the  town  library. 


10.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  appropri- 
ate for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day  to  the  T.  M.  Huse  Post, 
G.  A.  R. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  exempt  the  property  of 
H.  M.  Read  &  Co.,  from  taxation  for  a  term  of  ten  years  or  such 
part  of  said  time  as  they  may  continue  to  do  business  in  town. 

12.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  io  appropri- 
ate for  all  other  purposes. 

13.  To  hear  the  report  of  committee  on  parsonage  fund,  and 
pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount  of  3  per 
cent  on  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  first  Saturday  of  June  next, 
and  2  per  cent  on  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  first  Saturday  in 
July  next. 

15.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  vote  to  take  on  un- 
collected taxes.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


Another  year  has  passed  into  history,  and  it  once  more 
becomes  the  duty  of  your  committee  to  report  the  condition  of 
the  schools  during  that  time. 

Eleven  schools  were  maintained  during  the  spring  term. 
In  September  a  school  was  opened  in  the  Tasker  di^ttict,  no 
school  having  been  held  in  this  house  for  years  previous  At 
the  end  of  the  fall  term  this  school  was  again  discontinued  as 
there  were  so  few  pupils. 

The  children  in  the  Pitman  district  have  been  conveyed 
to  Shack  ford's  Corner  school  for  the  entire  year.  This  being 
the  only  house  unoccupied  for  the  whole  year.  Spring,  fall 
and  winter  terms  have  been  open  to  all  the  children  in  town. 
The  fall  term  began  one  week  later  than  usual  as  the  board 
were  required  by  the  state  officials  to  enforce  the  law  on  vac- 
cination. Twenty-seven  weeks  of  school  has  constituted  the 
vear.  One  week  less  than  last  year,  $95.00  less  money 
being  appropriated  for  school  purposes. 

Realizing  the  great  responsibility  entrusted  to  them,  your 
committee  have  endeavored  to  provide  teachers  who  were  well 
qualifie-l  to  teach,  and  had  the  interest  of  their  work  at  heart 
and  were  willing  to  labor  for  the  advancement  and  highest 
attainments  of  those  committed  to  their  care. 

With  one  exception,  teachers  of  experience  have  been  em- 
ployed.      Seven  were  retained  for  the  year.     All  out   two    re 
side  in  town.     We  believe  that  teachers  have  much  to    do  with 
moulding  minds  and  forming    characters  which  shall    help    de- 
termine  the   destiny   of  many  a   boy    and   girl  in   our   public 
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schools.  The  names  of  182  boys  and  girls  appear  upon  the 
pages  of  the  registers  used  for  the  year,  and  many  of  them  are 
recorded  on  the  roll  of  honor. 

Those  fathers  and  mothers  are  to  be  commended  who  take 
so  much  pains  to  have  their  children  attend  school  every  day 
without  being  tardy. 

Times  are  demanding  better  educated  people  in  every 
profession  and  line  of  business.  The  highest  positions  wait 
for  the  persons  able  to  fill  them.  The  better  educated  a  per- 
son is,  the  better  satisfaction  is  given  in  every  instance. 
Every  year  young  men  go  from  the  rural  schools  and  farms 
iocated  among  the  grand  old  New  Hampshire  hills,  to  occupy 
positions  of  trust  aud  honor. 

Knowing  the  importance  of  the  highest  knowledge  at- 
tainable, let  each  pupil,  each  teacher,  and  each  patron  strive 
with  your  board  of  school  government  to  maintain  schools  that 
will  afford  advantages  to  develope  noble  men  and  women. 
Your  humble  servants  have  endeavored  from  vear  to  year  to 
add  to  the  schools  such  appliances  and  helps  as  the  financial 
condition  of  the  town  would  permit.  Last  year  the  Students' 
Encyclopedia  complete  in  two  volumes  was  placed  in  all  the 
schools.  This  year,  large  reversible  maps,  one  side  repre- 
senting the  world  the  other  the  United  States,  have  been  hung 
on  the  walls  of  each  schoolroom.  These  things  are  appreciated 
by  the  teachers  and  very  helpful  to  the  children  in  acquiring 
information  not  contained  in  the  regular  text  books.  There 
are  many  other  things  which  might  be  used  to  advantage  and 
will  doubtless  be  obtained  one  at  a  time.  We  believe  in  giving 
teachers  and  pupils  everything:  possible  to  work  with,  which 
throws  more  light  on  the  subjects  taught,  aud  from  which  a 
higher  knowledge  of  things  in  general  may  be  gained. 

School  books,  like  other  things  wear  out  with  constant  use 
and  must  be  replaced  from  time  to  time,  and  this  expense  as 
provided   by  law  must   be   sustained    by   the   town.      At   the 
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present  time  the  histories  and  arithmetics  are  much  worn,  and 
new  ones  of  the  same  series  must  be  bought,  or  another  series 
introduced  to  supply  the  need.  Hiring  the  fires  built  for  the 
winter  term  proved  so  satisfactory  a  year  ago  that  th>  plan 
was  adopted  agaiu  this  year.  No  money  was  appropriated  for 
repairs  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting  but  a  small  sum  re- 
mained unexpended  in  the  treasury  raised  the  year  preceding, 
with  this  amount  the  shed  at  Clarktown  has  been  repaired, 
shingles  bought  for  the  North  schoolhouse  and  the  Berry  hou9e 
painted  inside. 

Our  school  buildings  all  present  a  very  good  appearance 
from  the  outside  and  compare  favorably  with  ot'ier  towns. 
The  house  at  the  White  Oaks  is  in  a  bad  condition  inside.  The 
seats  are  hard  and  uncomfortable,  the  floor  old,  and  the  plas- 
tering broken  in  many  places.  In  every  o  tber  house  in  town 
the  old  wooden  seats  hive  been  replaced  by  the  modem  desks. 
This  matter  should  receive  immediate  attention  here.
